WASHINGTON, Apri! 4% —The House Committee 
on Rivers and Harbors hope te get their bill com- 
pleted this week* and reported to the House, . 
They have had a hard struggie. Itzis about as 
thankless a task, this river and batbor business, 
as I have ever undertaken,” said Gen. Henderson 
of Dilinois a member of the committee, to your 
correspondent, as he leaned weari)y back to his 
chair in the committee rbom after a hard day's 
work, Work as hard as you Wil, and make as 
great an effort as you can to oe obliging, and yes 
somebody will be dissatisfied. Joey are bound te 
be dissatisfied. In fact, you see the engineers’ 
estimates make these peopie wild. They put on 
fancy figures as to the amount needed for thelr 


work in the coming year, and the people inter 
ested imagine that all that money ought to be 
granted them. Probably it is a fact, too, in many 
cases, and the total Of the estimates is so great 
that we can not make our bill correspond with 
them. Why, if we were to make a bill to meet the 
demands of these estimates aud add new. 
measures introduced in the House for 
river and barber improvements our bill would 
reach $40,000,000. Oh dear! On dear!” he said, as 
he set to work arranging a pene heap of papers 
before him.

Prob- 
ably no committee of Congress is harder worked 
than that which bas charge of the river aud har- 
bur improvement. Ik holds daily sem 
sions—moraing and afternoon—and some- 
times subcommittees sit in the evenings. 
A long time ago it asked and obtained permission 
to sit during the sessions of the House, and day 
alter day week after week its members have 
bees founa in their room, just eff the floor of the 
House, struggling with rivers and barbers and 
creeKs and bayous, and engtueers estimates aud 
apxious citizens. The latter fave come from 
every . from the snowy regions of the 
North to the verdure of the Soutu. They come 
determined not to be satished with anyihing else 
than the earth, and they want some water throw 
in besides. They are always indorsed and sup- 
ported and backed up by the Congressmen from 
their districts aud adjoining disiriets, who kaow 
that the committee cannot give half the sum red 
ommended bv ithe engineers. Your average Con- 
gressman is atime-server, bowever, and lo make

, SCORCHED HIDES. 


A Cincinnati Tannery Destroyed by Fire 
—A $400,000 Loss—Other Blazes. 
CINCINNATI, April @.—The American Oak 
Leather Tannery, oceupying the square bounded 
by Venner street, McLean avenue, Dalton and 


Florence streets, burned at an early hour this 
morning, excepting the japaning department, 
which was saved ys | the desperate work of the 
Fire Department. There were 45.000 bides in the 
tactory. Tue loss will reach $400,000; insurance 
$300,000. Portions of the tannery were burued a 
year ago. Four hundred people are thrown out 
of employment.

How George Bliss Got His Hand in the 
Treasury—The Products of Missouri’s

WasniInoton, April 24.—The Department of 
Agriculture reports tne acreage of winter wheat 
in Missouri at 1 per cent. less than last year, and 
the condition less promising than at this date one 
year ago. The Hessiaw fly has proved quite de- 
structive in Gasconade, Dent, Green, Callaway, 
Moniteau, Osage and St. Charles Counties. Some 
quite serious losses of live stock -are reported 
throughout the State, esrecially among swine. 
The severe winter has,told badly against the 
pigs. Cholera reported in nearly one-third of the | 
counties in the State, and the loss in some Jocal- 
ities has been very great. Entire herds are re- 
ported as having died from this disease. 
New Madrid County reports a loss of 75 per 
cent. trom the same cause. A disease is also re- 
ported in Madison County which has proved very 
fatal, many farmers losing entire herds. The 
hair falls off and the skin and flesh get a deep 
blood-red, and when they do get well they look 
unfit to be kept. Soft corn has universally been 
reported as giving poor pigs. 

REGARDING HORSES, 

the reports say: “Réports from Putnam County, 
Mo., mention a disease, which prevalled last fall 
in one or two townships, in which hundreds of 
animals were affected and twenty or 
tluirty were shot by the advice of 
a veterinary surgeon from Kansas City, 
who pronounced the disease glanders. The dis- 
ease still prevails, but does not appear to be 
spreadins, In St. Louls a persistent cough is 
mentioned as prevalent. In St. Charles County 
sweeney and rheumatism have been prevalent 
among the mules, In Carter County the general 
condition of health among horses is described as 
bad. Quite a number of horses are stiff all over, 
and the cause is believed to de the feeding of 


millet hay.“

“The Post-DisPATCA has been inf Mr. 
Wells, that Maj. Wright bas been diam from 
the service. Will you teil the Post-DisPpaTcu 
whether the statement ts true?’ 

“Well—ah—well I—You will have to see Maj. 
Wright, I guess,” and with quite an 
unnecessary flow ot perspiration the postmaster 
reached fer the door with the evident purpose of 
interposing it. . 

“But Major Wright is not in ‘his office, Mr. 
Wells, and there is no certainty that he will be 
there very soon.“ 

Isn't he? well, I don’t know where he is, 
You will have to see him, I guess.“ 

“Mr. Wells, if the superintendent of carriers 
has been dismissed, it is a matter for the pubiic ; 
is it not. Is there any occasion to keep it secret?’ 

Mr. Wells shifiead around in a vasciliating, 
didu’t-Know-his-own-mtnd sort of way for a 
couple of seconds, drew a long, Heaven-help-me 
sort of sith, ana then responded: “Well, what- 
ever occurs between me and Mr. Wright I must 
sayto him.

COMPETITION IN WHEAT. 

A few days ago while the bad weather 
was bringing joy to the hearts of the bulls in 
wheat by holding out promise of bad har- 
vests the New York Sun came to the rescue 
ot the bears in a powerful article in which it 
‘set forth that the real wheat producing 
countries in the world were India, Russia 
and Australia, end that any attempt at com- 
petition on the part of the United States 
could only end in loss and failure. 

The article showed by the conclusive proof 
of dogmatic assertion that the swarming 
millions of breech-clouted Hindoos were 
now raising wheat at about twenty-five 
cents a bushel, that the wheat was hard and 
firm, was transpor.ed cheaply by railways to 
ports, whence it was carried tor nothing 
through the Suez Canal and laid down in 
England for ballast, so to speak. 

Those who were disposed to be alarmed at 
the dreadful suggestions of this article may 
be consoled by, the English view of the situa- 
tion. The Englishmen, who ought to know 
as much about it as the editor of the Sun, 
say thatitis all true except that the Hin- 
doos are bad farmers, that they are indolent 
and unenergetic, that they will not raise any 
more wheat than they can eat, that they 
have no machinery or implements for mod- 
ern agricultural enterprise, that their wheat 
is inferior in quality, that they have no sys- 
tem of railroads or other roads and that it 
will be twenty-five years before India can 
become a serious competitor of this country. 
Those of our readers who are on the bear 
side will, of course, reject this latter view 
with scorn, while those who are on the bull 
side will reject the other view. The great 
majority of our readers, however, who are 
neither bulls nor bears, may learn from the 
two sides how widely extended are the spec- 
ulative interests involved in grain gambling, 
when the price of wheat on the St. Louis 
Exchange is influenced by conflicting de- 
scriptions of wheat raising in India, 


LOGAN AND OGLESBY. 

As a Presidential candidate LodAN is 
slaughtered already, and the mourners are 
neither numerous nor noisy in their mani- 
festations of grief. His short-lived boom 
seems to have been especially welcomed in 
his own State as a means of putting “Uncle 
Diek“ OGLESBY in a position to repay the 
kindness he received from LOGAN in 1878, 
LOGAN and OGLESBY were colleagues in the 
Senate till the former was beaten and suc- 
ceeded by DAVID Davis in 1877. The next 
winter, when a successor to OGLESBY was 
to be elected, LOGAN spent most of his time 
in Washington, chumming with O@Lzspy, 
entertaining his ealiers, reading his corre- 
spondence and assuring him that there 
would be no Republican opposition to his 
reselection. But when Uncle Dick“ 
went home to thank the Legislature 
for his re-election, he found that Mrs. LOGAN 
had set up the pins so as to have him thrown 
overboard and her husband elected in bis 
stead. It was worse than the Zuni land 
grab, and when he returned to Washington 
to finish the little remaining of his ter m he 
said to a friend offering condolence: 

Do not pity me, I am not the one to be pitied, 
I have been defeated, itis true, but I never stole 
anything. [never was a traitor to a friend. I 


never was -a petticoat sneak. Take your pity 
elsewhere, I do not need it. 


LOGAN’s termends next March, and the 
Illingis Legislature now to be elected on the 
tide of Uncle Dick's popularity will have to 
name the Senator. The prospect is that 
OGLESBY will step from the Governor's seat 
into the Senate while LOGAN is engaged in a 
wild hunt for a Cabinet position. There 
would be a pleasing vein of poetic justice in 
such a consummation. :

Those Who are in “Pollyticks”— 
Characteristics of Our Local States- 
men —AHouse Which Does Not Reflect 
Credit on the City. 


The House of Delegates, or the Lower House 
ofthe Municipal Assembly, isa body composed 
of twenty-eight men, one man from each ward ia 
the ejty. The House represents the people di- 
rectly, or is supp osed to, and is eminently a pop- 
ular body. The House, with the Couneil, frames 
and shapes all municipal law, having the power 
ol running the eity government in almost any 
way it cheoses, the cheeks being the Council, the 
Mayor andthe Post-Disratcn. The House is 
in session two-thirds of the year, and the mem- 
bers who give atteniion to its business have really 
very little time to do anything else. The 
present House of Delegates was elected one year 
ago, and it is in every respect as good a House as 
its predecessurs. The salaryjatiached to the vo- 
sition of , Delegate is § 300a year or §25 a month, 
so that with those w bo enter the House salary is 
no object. The in ducements offered to reputable 
citizens toenterthe House are few, and can be 
summed up as follows: First, an opportunity to 
léarn the routine of legis lation; second, political 
preferment; and third, a good advertising of one’s 
name and business. The best members of the 
House are the lawyers who enter it for the latter 
purpose. There are five lawyers in the present 
housc. They are Messrs. F. A. C. MacManus of 
the Tenth Ward; Eugene C. Slevin of the Seven- 
teenth Ward; John H. Terry of the Nineteenth 
Ward; Geo. J. Davis of the Twenty-seventh 
Ward, ava Thos, J. Cornelius of the Twenty- 
eighth ward. The composition of the House oth- 
erwise is as Iollowa: Two saloon-keepers, one ex- 
bar tender (now clerk in the Probate Court), two 
grocers, two painters, one butcher, one shoemak- 
er, one carpenter, one brickmason, one roofer,one 
farmer, one teamster, one livery stable proprietor, 
one proprietor of feed store, one soda water man, 
one cottou-miller, a wholesale druggist, a @istill- 
er, and one mechanic. The commiltee of investi- 
gation, in whom centers the greatest interest at 
present. is representative of the whole house, and 
pen-pictures of the members of it cannot fail to 
be interesting. The chairmaa of the committee, 

MR. GEORGE J. DAVIS 
ig an interesting character. He is frequently 
called Judge“ Davis. Whether this title has 
been earned by a truly judicial expression, or 
whether it was given to him because he was at 
one time a United States Commissioner, is a ques- 
tion. Mr. Davis is a man of 50, or over, with 
strong, well-marked features, baving high cheek 
bones and a nose Inclined to be Roman. His eyes 
are very dark «ana his hair and beard, which are 
plentiful. intensely white. Mr. Davis represents 
the Twenty-seventh Ward. He was the Democratic 
candidate for speaker a year ago against Mr.

THE POST OFFICE WAR. 
How Wright’s Friends Look at the 
Prosecution. 


Some Additional Facts of History Bear- 
ing on the Affair—An Alleged Expla- 
nation of the Movement Against 
Wright, 


Let us suppose for a moment that Maj. Wright 
has done all that the carriers charge against him.“ 
said a friend of the Major's, this morning; dou't 
you think that the prosecution resolves itself into 
a persecution when such expédients as this are 
resorted to?” , . 5 

The gentleman was referring in this remark to 
some letters which were shown him as material 
that would probably de used if Maj, Wright's ap- 
plication for an official investigation was granted, 


“Now,” said he, these are evidently black 
mailing letters, and they buve no bearing. what- 
ever upon the issue which is made when the elf- 
ficiency, hovesty and faitufyiness of Maj, Wright 
„re the subject of investigation, The question 
which has been raised by this aclion on the Dart 
of the earriers and whomever they are advised by 
is, whether or not Maj. Wrign bas 
been honest m ithe perfurmance of his 
duties; whether or not be bas been impartial ia 
his adininisatration, whether or not his reputation 
comports with the aicnity of his office, and 
wliether or not he is competent to pertorm tie 
work assigned to him. If he be unabie to stand 
the test which these issues make, well and 
good. Let him o, and such i of his 
friepds as are not bimded by their friendship 
will aeeeptahe result as fair enough, But when 
an effort is made to go outside of these cunsider- 
ations, and to fasten upou him some private 
scandal, I dou’t care whether there be ground 
for it or not, that very effort proves conclusively 
that those who make it are 
ANIMATED BY SOME OTHER MOTIVE 

that of serving ‘the pubiic welfare. 
do not anticipate that any 
evidence on a matter of that kind will be ad- 
mitted or considered by the investigating officer 
or court, no matter who it may be.“ 

“Do you know anything as to the foundation 
for these letters which are regarded as in the 
nature of blackmal.?” 

“oN ey whatever. They may be well founded, 
or may hot. But, however, true or false they may 
be, no Man in the community possesses such a 
character that he could go into a 
fight of that kind, where the weapons 
are filthy, and those who wield them are ‘coutess- 
edly dishonorable or malicious. A vindication in 
such a case never leaves a man with his reputa- 
tiou unsmirched. Just look atitfor a moment. 
These letters come frompHerman Austermann ot 
Fort Smith, Now who was Austerman? Some 
years ago he was a letter carrier in Maj. Wright's 
uepartment, and was without cause for 
complaint until, as 1 understand , 
a citizen one day entered the office of the 
postmaster in astaie of great indignation, and de- 
manded that Mr. Austermann, Wwhoin he only Kuew 
asacarrier in his district, be dismissed tie 
force. His complaint was that the carrier 
had been guilty of insuiting conduct 
toward his wife, who, in order to 
receive mail trom him, had o de- 
scend a steep stairway at the foot of 
which he stood, be taklug improper advantage of 
the relative positions. The complaint was re- 
ferred to an officer of the department, as Lam in- 
formed, and he went dowu into Austermann’s 
district and learned that there were other 

CHARGES OF THE SAME CHARACTER 

on the part of the people whom be served. A 
number of affidavits were flicd, tie case aud papers 
were forwarded to Washington, au Mr. 
Austermann dismissed the service, He 
attributed bis discharge to Major Wright. 
aud immediately began to write a series of offen- 
sive postal cards to him, intimating scandalous 
things, until at last he ceaged under ihreat of an 
arrest. Now he figures again, forwarding a letter 
yurporting to be written by some one else to Maj. 
Wright, concerning something which has nothiug 
whatever to do with his public life or official ca- 
reer and intended to create scandal. It his letter 
is genuine, how does it happen that it isin 
Mr. Austermaun's possession? It is certain Maj. 
Wright never gave it to him, aud yet it is Maj. 
Wright’s property. He says he has otbers of the 
same kind, and the same question applies to 
them. This fact, in connection with his record in 
the Post Office, aud his violent expressions of an- 
imosity toward Wrignt constitutes Mr. Auster- 
mann a queer instrumentto ve used by men, 
whose claun undoubtedly is that they have no lu- 
terest except that of public wellure to serve.” 

“Is Postmaster Wells iimical to Maj. Wright, 
do you think?” 

“Mr. Wright insists that he is not, and asserts 
that the Postmaster has always manifested the 
kindliest spirit towards bim, but I think Wright 
is mistaken. That is to say, I don’t think Mr. 
Wells nas any personal feeling iu the matter ex- 
actly, but 1 thwk that circumstanees com- 
pel him to identify himself with the 
movemeut against Wright. You see, Mr. 
Welis was very anxious to secure the position as 
Posimaster, as his financial affairs made the 
salary a great consideration. Iu order to secure 
influence he made promises of positions [reeiy, 
intending, doubtiess, to redeem them when lie 
secured the office, Entering upon his position, 
however, he 

FOUND A GREAT MANY OBSTACLES 
in the way of fuiltiiiing those promises, and was 
much perturbed by it. Tne meu he 
had promised were pressing him, aud 
he was compelled to put them off from time to 
tine, Wil u prospect of never Deing able to sat- 
isfy them. It was really 4 Very unpleasant situa- 
tion for bim. For instance, he had intended to 
appoint as his assistant a gentleman who had 
been of material service to im im securing the 
postmastership, but at the very outset that plan 
was frustrated. He bad some difficulty tn getting 
a satistactory official boud, aud Mr. Sempie 
came to his aid in the Matlier 
in such a way as to make it almost 11 
that the first subordinaie position should be given 
to Mr. Semple, regardiess of all previous arrauge- 
ments. Mr. Sempie is a Luorough geutlamau, uu- 
derstand me, and 1 merely inention the Case as 
iliugtrating Mr. Wells’ difficuliies, Weil, in the 
sant manner the new postmaster has become au 
interested party ia the Wrigut case. He Was under 
large financial obligations to Mr. 8. A. Coale, in 
a business way, and Mr. Coale telt that he Was in 
a position to exact a favor irom bis debtor. Mr. 
Coale affects art to a considerable degree, and a 
young gentieman nawed Hodges, who bas devoted 
some time to skeiching aud painting, was u Triend 
aud sort ot protege of his, Mr. Coale thought 
that this would be a good opportunity to advance 
his young friend, aud not veing oppressed by 
modesty, he laid claimto Mr. Wrigut’s position 
for Mr. Hodges.

o open a crusade on Wrigut, 
and among his two or three hundred audordiüates 
it was not difficult to find a few malcontents, 
Mr. Wells probably gave a promise of ‘hands 
off.” aud these maicontents were asseinbied at a 
lawver’s office with the result already giveu to 
the public.”

Coale’s office for the purpose ot 
testing the gorrectness of the above theory, 
but it was learned there that Mr. Coale was out of 
the city and would not be back for several days. 
Mr. Wells was not tu, at phe Post Office, tut it is 
reported that he last eveuing or this morning is- 
sued ap order to Iaspeetor Becker, requiriug bim 
to sumimon all carriers who have complaints 
agatuet Maj.
